Tho New York Herald says: The 


long-continued business 
depression, 


which has been so widespread and gen- 
eral is having a serious effect upon tlio 
prosperity of the various speculative ex- 
changes and the value of membership 
therein. The steady decline which is 
going OQ in tho price of seats in some 
of the exchanges is rather startling 
and causes u great deal of uneasiness 
if not alarm, to tho owners of such 
property. For instance, there aro 400 
members of the Cotton Exchange, and 
their certificates, at oue time \7orth 
.?G,000 can now be bought for $2,000, 
while ths Produce Exchange seats, 
which sold in the latter part of January 
last for !?3,ilO are now worth only 2,650. 


Some of the Produce Exchange mem- 


bers think they have especial causa for 
apprehension. Not only is 'heir busi- 
ness affected by the general disinclina- 
tion of tbe outside to speculate on mar- 
gins, thus leaving tho brokers with such 
few orders and such slender revenues 
from commissions that they try to make 
both ends meet by taking flyers on the 
market, 0:1 their own account, but they 
also realized ihrtt the issue of the Pro- 
duce Exchange certificates has been 
largely overdone, «ud that of 3,000 
memberships fully one-third are un- 
necessary, nnd in the opinion of many 
old members should never have been 
issued at all. These two, causes the 
natural depression iu business nnd a 
large surplus in memberships combine 
to give grain and provision-brokers 
good reason for anxiety as lo where tho 
money is to oome from to puy the big 
mortgages on their big new building, 
the finest in tbe world devoted to simi- 
lar purposes.
